Railroad King Says United States Can 


Never Have Oversupply o'f Them. 
Few men in the world know more 


about farming as a wealth producer 
than does James J. lilirrthc railroad 
dug; hence this extract from an arti- 
cle of his in the Yale (college) News is 
well worth perusal. 


"It seems probable to me." write? 


Sir. Hill, "that there are n good many 
hundred university graduates in thl? 
country1 every year who would be bet 
ter off If they had shaped their studies 
with a view to agricultural industry 
nnd taken their diploma straight to tho 
farm. 


'There is not and never will be nuy 


oversupply of educated farmers. 


"At the same time the man with n 


university education, supplemented by 
just such practical Instruction as lir 
.would feel essential to any other occn 
putlon, 19 certain of success on the 
farm in proportion to bis ability nud 


many runners. We begin picking them 
about February and March nnd ship in 
pint boxes in place of quarts. In Flor- 
ida they are set out in double rows 
about ten Inches apart, with about 
three feet between, every two rows, 
which they keep cultivated. 
The soil 


is nothing but sand, nnd they mulch 
to keep them out of the sand. I was 
there In January this year and saw 
some of fihem still covered, and they 
were shipping ripe berries at the same 
time, getting 50 cents per quart at the 
station. They ship In thirly-two and 
sixty-four quart refrigerators. If need- 
led and when empty they are returned 
ito the shipper. 


"The profit In growing berries has 


been very good the last three years, 
clearing from $1.25 to $2 to the case 
and making from 150 to 300 cases to 
the acre. The past was an exceptional 
year. We had ripe berries through 
August, September and up to October 
that were ns fine as you ever saw, 


- being mostly Haverland nnd Clyde. I 
know of one man who had about twen- 
ty-five cases that sold as high as $6 
a case. No- one seems to know why 
1hey fruited this year the second time. 
'All varieties did not. I had WarSelds 
and Dunlaps that I got no berries off 
the second crop. There were some 
others who had a few Warflelds aud 
Dunlaps, but the Clyde was as heavy 
on one end of the bed ns the first crop, 
Which was extra good this year."

The Youngsters Have a Perilom Tims 


After Being Hatched. 


An Immense Flower. 


The largest of all the flowers of the 


world is said to be the raflleslri, n na- 
tive of Sumatra.- so called after Sir 
Btatufoi'd Raffles. This Immense flow- 
er Is composed of five round petals of 
a brlcklsh color, each measuring a foot 
across. 
These are covered with nu- 


merous 
Irregular 
yellowish 
white 


swellings. The petals surround a cup 
nearly a foot wide, the margin of 
which bears the stamens. The cup of 
the rafllesia. Is filled with a fleshy 
disk, the upper surface of which is 
covered with projections like minia- 
ture cows' horns. The cup when free 
from its contents will hold about 
twelve pints. The flower weighs about 
fifteen pounds and la very thick, the 
petals being three-quarters of an inch.

FOR FARMERS 


The Ax and Poultry. 


While the ax Is'an important factor 


In the keeping of poultry, In some 
cases It is not used often enough. 
, Sometimes n sick fowl Is doctored 
and fussed with, whereas if the ax 
were used nt once the fowl would 
have been spared suffering and the 
owner's time would have been saved. 
It is true that some birds recover tin- 
dor treatment, but there is always 
danger of a recurrence of tho trouble, 
or, what Is worse, the descendants of 
that fowl are weak In that special 
way and are liable to the same dis; 
case. 


It sometimes happens that, although 


the ax is used In the end, immediate 
action may be put off from day to 
day In the case of some fowl that has 
no contagious or deadly disease, yet is 
an unpleasant sight or misery to her- 
self in n flock or yard, as, for instance, 
one that' is partially lame, yet not 
lame enough but that she can travel 
about, or where a fowl becomes egg 
bound. The quicker that fowls such 
as these are killed the better for them- 
selves and for their owner. 


They consume feed, they take up 


room, they are an unpleasant sight, 
and it Is a mistaken kindness ito allow 
them to exist—Farm Journal 


'Weedi Are Robbers.
